CIRCULAR. 

The  attention  of  Medical  Officers  is  called  to  the  following  extract  from 
General  Orders  No.  62,  of  1863,  which  will,  in  future,  be  strictly  complied  with 
by  all  concerned : 

I.  "Every  Medical  Officer  will  report,  either  in  person  or  by  letter,  imme- 
diately on  his  arrival  in  this  Department." 

II.  "Surgeons  and  Assistant  Surgeons  who  hold  their  appointments  from 
the  President,  and  all  Physicians  serving  under  contract  will  make  the  per- 
sonal reports  prescribed  by  Par.  1266,  Regulations  of  1861,  [Par.  1302,  Reg. 
of  1863."] 

III.  "  Regimental  Medical  Officers  will  make  these  reports  only  ichcn  de- 
tached from  their  Regiments,  giving  the  date  when  they  leave  or  return  to  their 
respective  regiments,  with  the  number  and  date  of  the  order  directing  the 
change."
